WHAT ABOUT THE 
FRILL COURSES? 

Lately, the Idea of adding a 
course in ceramics to the curri- 
culum has been under discus- 
sion and consideration. Should 
this and similar courses be add- 
ed? 

An understanding of what we 
are expected to achieve in high 
school Is essential in compre- 
hending the question. Formerly, 
it was believed .that the second- 
ary school should be a place of 
higher learning, a place to go 
into advanced math, to become 
acquainted with history, the sci- 
ences, and to polish up one's 
English. 

It seems the trend nowadays 
is to get through high school as 
quickly and easily as possible. 
The school Is expected to teaoh 
social grace, dancing, proper 
sanitary habits, all of which used 
to be taught at home. Perhaps 
these latter subjects should be 
Included, but certainly not at 
the expense of the time-honored 
courses. 

To have ceramics as an act- 
ivity during activity period or 
after school Is definitely a fine 
Idea. To give academic credit 
for it, however, Is questionable. 
Adding ceramics is like adding a 
course in your favorite hobby. 
If ceramics, why not have cours- 
es in television announcing and 
agriculture, too? 

With the present world sit- 
uation calling for Americans 
with superior knowledge, it is 
imperative for us to strengthen 
our backgrounds In English, his- 
tory, math and the sciences. The 
frill courses merely help pro- 
vide an easy way to get through 
high school. Do you agree? 


CERAMICS 

At the end of May when the 
Academy (Herald issue is releas- 
ed, one will discover a new addi- 
tion to Gould's activities. This 
new addition is In the creative 
field of arts better known as 
ceramics. In assembly one occa- 
sionally catches the announce- 
ment: Ceramics in Holden Hall 
basement Wednesday from 3al5 
to 5rl5 or, perhaps, during some 
activity period. This year the 
students, both girls and boys, 
have released their creative ab- 
ility in the molding, painting, 
and glazing or baking in our 
newly acquired kiln, of ashtrays, 
dishes for assorted uses, types 
of jewelry, and frozen picture 
tableaus. Under the adept guid- 
ance of Miss Emily Tickell they 
have done some excellent work 
which has been used for Christ- 
mas gifts, birthday presents, or 
just extra additions to their 
own homes. Even the adults 
around Bethel have tried their 
hand at this new Introduction to 
art, resulting in some beautiful 
work as a lamp base and such. 
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So many students have ex- 
pressed their desire for a con- 
tinuance of this activity that the 
administration may decide to of- 
fer ceramics as a regular aca- 
demic course receiving % point 
credit to be taken during a des- 
ignated period in the planned 
schedule. If offered, the course 
will Include the explanation of 
the three methods employed in 
ceramics known os soil, slab, and 
free-form. The class will meet 
dally in Holden Hall basement 
as has been done In the past 
since all the materials, kiln, and 
other necessities are located 
there. At the termination of this 
year Miss Tickell has planned 
to have ceramics exhibition 
similar to the Camera Club and 
Manual Arts exhibitions contain- 
ing the achievements of those 
who have participated In the 
activity this year. 

To those of you who are con- 
templating taking this tentative 
course next year who think you 
possibly might be eliminated since 
you have no artistic talent, bear 
in mind that ceramics doesn't 
require Greenwich Village aspir- 
ants. 'After one has completed 
some article invariably it resem- 
bles what you wished to make. 
This past year many uncreative 
students have been amazed at 
how well they’ve done; all of 
which proves that even the un- 
artlstic can try their luck. So re- 
member you don’t have to be a 
Rembrandt or August Saint 
Gaudens to create something 
worthwhile, educational, and 
fun at the same time. What do 
you say? Let's wet our hands 
and dig in! 1 


A COURSE ON SEX 
AND MARRIAGE? 

Lately there has been a lot 
of discussion about the Gould 
campus as to Whether or not we 
should include in our curricu- 
lum a course on sex and mar- 
riage. 

The sudden Interest in this new 
course has perhaps been insti- 
gated in part by the sociology 
course, In which seniors have 
been studying the alms of mod- 
em education, the various meth- 
ods of teaching, and the main 
differences between conserva- 
tive and progressive schools. 

A general survey of opinions 
shows that there is a wide range 
of views on this topic. 
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Although a very high majority 
of the students questioned fa- 
vored the addition of such a 
course, they were quite definite- 
ly not in agreement as to the 
conditions under which it should 
be offered. 

Here are a few of the conflict- 
ing views among those who fa- 
vor the Idea 

Question: If there were to be 
such a course, do you think it 
should be given for credits? 

Answer: (A) 'No, I do not, be- 
cause I think that if It were, 
some people might be tempted 
to take it just for the credits or 
for an extra subject to take up 
time. I feel that somttone taking 
this course should be sincerely 
Interested in order to get any- 
thing from the course or give 
anything to the class. 

(B) Yes, I definitely feel that 
it should be given for credits. 
Otherwise many people who find 
it difficult to keep up with their 
studies with a minimum number 
of subjects could be forced to 
forego this course because of 
lack of study time. 

Question: To whom do you 
think this course should be of- 
fered? 

Answer: (A) I think that it 
should be offered to seniors 
only, as I believe this type of 
course would require a certain 
maturity. Also, I think that a 
student would derive more bene- 
fit from the subject as a senior, 
as the subject matter would be 
of a more immediate concern. 

(B) Since most colleges make 
a course of this type compulsory 
to their students, I would sug- 
gest offering it here In Gould 
only to those students who are 
not planning to go to college. I 
am very much In favor of add- 
ing a course of this nature to the 
curriculum, however, and, con- 
sidering the large number of 
Gould students who do not plan 
to continue on in school, I am 
amazed that Gould has not pre- 
viously realized the need along 
this line. 

(C) I would leave It open to 
juniors as well as seniors, since 
there are likely to be conflicts 
In the schedule which would pre- 
vent some seniors from taking 
It 

(D) I think it should be left 
open to all seniors regardless 
of whether or not they are plan- 
ning on college. It seems to me 
that a course on sex and mar- 
riage would be much like any 
other course on human relation- 
ships, and I feel that the college 
approach to suoh a subject 
would vary enough from that of 
the high school to prevent any 
boring repetition. 

(E) I think that if you offer 
It to any students, you should 
offer it to all. 

Question: "Would you favor 
mixed classes? 

Answer: (A) Noi I know that 
I personally would be too em- 
barrassed to ever voice my op- 
inions and I don't think that 
(I would be alone In this situa- 
tion. 

(B) Yes, I believe that it would 
be beneficial to have the boys 
and girls together, as you would 
be able to get the opinions of 
the opposite sex and could per- 
haps talk over subjects that 
would not usually be discussed 
In a mixed group. 

(C) I would favor having the 
classes co-educatlonol most of 
the time but would suggest oc- 
casional classes for discussion of 
topics which could definitely not 
be broached in a mixed class. 

One student observed, "I think 
that the class group or groups 
should be quite small, as this 
would undoubtedly provide for 
more informality and would give 
each student the opportunity to 
take a more active participation 
in the class discussions.” 


OPINIONS APPRECIATED 

Do you think ceramics 
should be added to the curricu- 
lum at Gould as a course for 
credit? 

Norman Hill: *Wo, because It’s 
too easy; but like music, glee 
club, or 'Blue and Gold,' It makes 
a good activity.” 

Cathie Carver: ”1 don’t think 
so because it should be a course 
for your own pleasure, not for a 
credit It’s very good for those 
who can get something out of 
It” 

Jane Greig: 'Yes, because 
there’s a lot of work involved, 
and It teaches you to use your 
hands.” 

Sandra Myers: “It’s a good idea 
for extra-curriculum but not for 
credit unless more solid mater- 
ial were to be added to It” 

Shirley Van Hynlng: “Sure; 
if they give credit for manual 
arts, why not for ceramics?”
